According to the widow of’ the 
deceased, the pair were . walking 
along Nathan Road when a motor 
car, coming in the opposite’ direc- 
tion, knocked down, the husband. 
The-car was trayelling at a high 
speed, but witness did not see.the 
actual accident ay she was some 
five yards behind ‘her husband at 
the time. : : 

According to the Police, it was 
raining heavily at the time, and 
when Sergeant Roberts tested the 
car he found. the brakes ‘in good 
working order. :
